BALK AT YARDS PEACE 

STRIKERS REJECT TERMS 
AGREED ON 



Idle Ones Say. They'll Continue Fight 
» for Principle, Even If They 
Lose In tbe End 

-' Peace between the packers and their 
former employes ia as remote as ever. By 
an unexpected revolt against the advice of 
their leaders, tbe strikers on Tuesday voted 
not to accept the terms of settlement agreed 
ori by President Donnally and the packers, 
and expressed determination to continue 
the long struggle, even though they might 
go down* in defeat in fighting, for what 
they consider principle/ Practically all the 
■Ghicago, unions voted to remain on strike, 
tbo poll in this city being sufficiently large 
to overrule the unions in other cities' which 
cast their ballots in favor oE a settlement. 
President Donnelly and bis advisers re^ 
Eased to, give out the tabulated figures last 
night, but from another source it was 
learned that the vote was .emphatically un- 
favorable to peace on tbe terms under con- 
sideration. T 

Absence o£- any provision' for the un- 
skilled workmen in tbe terms agreed to 
between Donnelly ond the packers proved 
to be tbe chief. barrier to, peace. The 
striken .said they would be betraying the 
cause for which -they have fought should 
they leaye the unskilled men to obtain re- 
employment as best they . could.' . They 
argued that inasmuch as the strike was 
called in order to prevent a reduction in 
the wages of the unskilled men, these men 
must be protected in some way. ' . ,- 

"This whole controversy could be cottled 
without any trouble if some agreement 
could be obtained in regard tp the un- 
skilled workmen,?' said a strike leader lo>'t 
hight, \'It remains for the packers to 
grant a concession of that character in 
order to end the strike and prevent a con- 
continuance of suffering among tbe strikers 
and their families." 

| A big crowd gathered at Forty-seventh 
street and Ashland avenue, where several 
o£ the. unions met; The beeE luggers' 
,unioni : the 'Brat to 'assemble, decided by a 
vote of 247 to 47 to remain on strike. 

'"We have beerrout for eight weeks and 
we - might 'uswell- stick, 1 ' said one of lug* 
gefsT"~*'~' ~ "'"-'., 

Tbe beef casing workers, by u'vote of 
195 to 57; refused to accept the pence pro- 
position. At man j" of the meetings the 
outcome of tbe voting was kept a secret, 
while at others the general result only was 
announced. ■.•'. 

, Miss Mary McDowell, of the University 
of Chicago Settlement, attended a number 
of the meetings and addressed the strikers. 

"I simply explained the strike situation 
as far as I knew it, ".said Miss McDowell. 
"I did not attempt to influence trie vote." 



Air Ship Hakes Trip. 

In an air ship which he was able to ateer 
at will; T. C. Benlow of 'Butte, Mont., 
made a trip at tbe World's Fair grounds. 
His success In operating the. machine en- 
abled him to qualify as a contestant for 
the prize of 8100,000, offered by the. ex- 
position company to the aeronaut who will 
make the journey from there to the Wash- 
ington Monument in an airship or baloon, 

Prof. Ben low's entry is the first airship 
to qualify for the contest.' 
. In the test it required about twenty min- 
utes to expand the gaa bag -sufficiently to 
lift tbe car, which rose to a height of 100 
feet. Owing to the high wind the ship 
was not turned loose,. but was tethered to 
the earth with a r Btrong rope. In riaing 
the car was almonst dashed against a fence 
by the wind. 

The machine waa sailed for a distance 
of 500 yards by Prof . Benlow. Ia hand- 
ling tbe air ship he demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of all observers that it is dirig- 
ible and that ha will not.be at tbe mercy 
of 'every breeze that blows when be makes 
the attempt to reach, tbe monument. Only 
three tuoters were used in the trial but 
eight are' to be operated on the Washing- 
ton trip, The test was considered highly 
satisfactory under the conditions.

« hereabouts of His Com pan ions. 
Major Seoly, D. S. O., tells a pa- 
thetic story of a little Boer lad who 
preferred to die rather than give any 
information likely to result In tlio cap- 
turo of his fellow countrymen. 

On one occasion during tho war Ma- 
jor Seely Bald, he was instructed to 
get some volunteers and try to capture 
a commamlautat a farmhouse Borao 20 
miles away, "He got the men ready 
nnd they set out. It was a rather des- 
perate enterprise, but they got to the 
farmhouse nil right, only lo flud, how- 
ever, Mint the elusive Boer had cleared 
out in nn unknown direction.

Even If Mio 
food costs more, than the milk during 
the summer drought, it Is best, to keep 
it up if it is intended to milk tho cow 
through the full and wlater, ,'fo al- 
low tlie milk yield to run down Is 
to court a double loss. The loss of 
tho mljk Is something, but If the milk 
is going to a creamer}- that In co-oper- 
ntlvo In any phase the lessened sup- 
ply from all tho patronB will Increase 
proportionately Mie cost of molting 
butter and thus force o further loss on 
tho patron. Unfortunately on most of 
our fnrmB It Is looked upon as the 
regular thing to have the cows fall 
off In their milk nt this tlmo of year, 
and nothing Is done to prevent It 
This not doing any thing is the hardest 
thing to overcome when we are trying 
to Induce thai adoption or methods 
that wJll insure the continuation of 
the flow of milk during early summer 
through, tlie hot weather, Tills is a 
hard period for our creamery men, but 
the loss always gets back to the farm- 
ers In the end. This should be remem- 
bered and measures taken to Insure 
different results.— St Louis Republic.

Poultry and email Frnlts. 

The writer has been much interest- 
ed In a fruit and poultry farm which 
he has vlBltcd yearly for the last five 
years, nnd the results obtained on Mils 
farm hnve been suet that they are 
worth attention here. The owner was 
over sixty years old when bo took up 
this work. He bad been a farmer nil 
bis life nnd had raised both fruit nnd 
poultry to a limited extent An he 
grew older the sons left Uie form and 
it became too much of a burden. He 
sold It and bought- ten acres on the 
outskirts of a city of 25,000 people. 
At tha end of the first year from 
chicks raised and fowls bought he 
had ninety- four laying benn. One acre 
of strawberries was also In good con- 
dition for a first crop Mie following 
summer.

With Uie help of one 
man all Mie work Is done nnd our 
friend Is making more actual money 
beyond the cost or bis living Mian ho 
bad ever made on Mie farm of seventy 
ncres.ond with a much smaller Invest- 
ment , There are possl bill ties in this 
combination In many sections of the 
country, nnd they are well worth look- 
ing Into, Plenty of hard work ln.lt 
of course, and many disappointments, 
but under skilled management It will 
bring success. — Indianapolis News,

Portions or the south Atlantic and the 
east gulf States Buffered from excessive 
ruins, while drouth prevailed ovoc a large 
part of the central and west gulf States. 
Occasion n) showers, very unusual for the 
season, occurred lu central California, 
and there was more than the usual rain- 
fall lu tho western plateau districts, 
Freezing temperature ia reported from 
central Wyoming and light fronts' from 
Colorado, Montana and portions of < Ohio, 
Pennsylvania nnd New York.

It having been heretofore resolved that 
each voting precinct in tho county be de- 
clared a primary district, and that a 
primary election or caucus be called for 
each of said primary districts, and the 
Republican legal voters of said Lake Coun- 
ty, in their last County Convention, having 
passed the resolution hereinafter mentioned 
and recited, and eaid County Central Com- 
mittee, pursuant to such resolution, having 
adopted rules to carry the same Into effect, 
which rules are as follows: 

Rule I. All Republican primarieB t ,or 
caucuses, for the. selection of delegates to 
Republican County Conventions hereafter 
called shall be called by the Republican 
County Central Committee in each and 
every voting precinct in said Lake County, 
to be held on the same day, and tbe hours 
thereof to be between two o'clock P. M. 
and eight o'clock P, M., and the polls 
thereof shnll bo open for at least three 
hours, and each County Committeeman 
shall see to it thnt such primary is fully 
advertised. 

Rule II. All voting a't such primaries 
or caucuses shall be by uniform ballot; 
which ballot shnll be printed by the County 
Central Committee and distributed by such 
committee to the Republican Township 
Committees of the several townships, to be 
by such last named committee delivered to 
the Judges of tbe primaries of the several 
precincts of such townships, who shall be 
chosen by such TownshiD Committees,- 
wherein the same shall be delivered to 
voters and prepared for voting and voted 
tbe same as the Australian Dnllot under 
tbe regular election laws of Illinois, and 
booths to be used in voting. 

Rule III. Said ballots shall have print- 
ed thereon, in addition to the names of 
delegates, tho names of all candidates for 
tbe several offices for which i nominations 
are to be made at the convention for which 
delegates nre to be selected, and the voter 
shall receive his ballot from one of the 

{'udges of the primary and shall indicate 
lis choice of candidate* by making a cross 
opposite the name of the candidate of his 
choice for each ouice and cast his ballot so 
marked the samo as at nn election by 
AuEtrnlian Ballot under the regular election 
laws; and the candidate for any office who 
shall receive the highest number of votes 
for that office in any precinct 'shall have 
the delegation of thnt precinct as instructed 
for him and to vote for him at the County 
Convention for which such, delegates nre 
chosen; and tbe ballot shall bo state such 
instruction. 

Rule IV, Such ballot shall be inthe 
nature of nn official ballot, nnd shall hear 
the name of the Secretary of the County 
Central Committee printed on the back 
thereof, and when delivered to the voters 
by the primary judges they shall have the 
initials of the primary judge who delivers 
them written thereon, and in counting 
ballots cast; none shall be counted other 
than such official ballot so marked. 

Rule V. Such ballot shall contain the 
names of but one set of delegate's in each 
precinct, who shall be selected by the 
County Committeeman of ench precinct for 
his precinct, nnd upaces shall be left vacant 
so that names of other delegates may be 
written in and voted for by the voter by 
erasing printed names and substituting 
written names therefor. 

Rule VI. Each candidate shall recistor 
bis name as such candidate with the Secre- 
tary of the County Committee immediately 
upon declaring his candidacy, and pay 
to said Secretary a fee of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) to help defray tho expenses of 
printing and distributing such ballots, 

Rule VII. The calf for the County 
Convention shnll be by thirty days notice 
published ut least once in each week for 
two successive weeks, the first publication 
to be thirty days before the convention day, 
except where special elections' and district 
convention calls render a shorter notice 
neceesury. 

; Rule VIII. The judges of the several 
primafie- shall make up credentials accord- 
ing to the result of the ballots cast, nnd 
shall also forthwith certify such result to 
the* Secretary of the County Committee, 
nnd shall preserve all poll books and ballots 
until after the adjournment of the County 
Convention to which delegates are elected. 

Rule IX, The County, Committee shall 
meet to execute these rules on call of the 
Chairman and Secretary thereof. 

Rule X. These rules shall, of course, 
be subject to 6ucb changes and modification 
as may result from any primary election 
law hereafter passed by the Illinois Geneml 
Assembly; nnd said County Committee 
having voted nnd directed that said prima- 
ries be held pursuant to said rules on 
September Otb, 1904. The several primary 
districts will therefore call their primary 
elections to he held in each primary district 
in said county on tho 0th day of September, 
190-1, the polls of each of such primary 
elections to be open for at Itast threo hours, 
between two o'clock P. M . and eight o'clock 
P, 31. of said last mentioned date, the 

i 'udges and clerks thereof to be appointed 
iv the several Township Committees, ■. 
The voting at each of such primaries 
shall be by ballot, of the kind and in the 
manner provided for in w and required by 
said rules above mentioned nnd set forth. 
The representation for each primary 
district in said County Convention hereby 
called will be one delegate for each twenty- 
seven votes, or major fraction thereof, cast 
for tbe Republican candidate for President 
in 1900. The several primary _ districts 
will thus send delegates to tho said County 
Convention as follows:

All' stock handlers nt the yards In Chi- 
cago quit work Wednesday, iu support 
of the butchers' intest more to make 
their strike of some avnll. More than 
2,000 employes of the company walked 
out 

All who quit work marched out of ths 
yards as soon as tho hour for striking 
nrrrVirt. There was- a party of about 600 
of them iu Exchange avenue during the 
exodus and much confusion resulted. In- 
dependent packers with plants outside, 
who had bought cattle during the early 
hours of the market, were rushing their 
droves in order to be out of tho. yards 
early enough to avert any molestation 
and to get their aulmnls Into the plants 
in time for tho employes to slaughter 
and dress before tho strike order went 
into effect. 

Scenes of wildest confusion and dis- 
order accompanied; tho departure of ths 
live stoek handlers ns they emerged from 
tho yards at tho Exchange street en- 
trance. More than 0,000 strikers were 
on band to welcome them, The men 
camo out in nil sorts of conveyances. 
Some were standing in rows in carts, 
others ln express wngons, some came on 
horseback, ^ while' 'many more wero on 
foot. They mado a rush for tho head- 
quarters of the Union Stock Ynrtls nnd 
Transit Company, where they turned in 
their time checks. In the midst of the 
throng were farmers aiid cattle drivers 
of independent concerns who were vain- 
ly trying to get their herds out of tin 
yards before the handlers quit, 

Pandemonium seemed to hnve broken 
loose for n time and the police were pow- 
erless to check tho disorder. 

The national executive hoard of ths 
butcher workmen, at ita meeting In Chi- 
cago Tuesday morning, voted not to call 
off the strike at the stock yards. Instead 
the struggle Is to he continued until the 
strikers nre "accorded nu honorablo ad- 
justment," according to a statement is- 
sued by- President Donnelly OS a result 
of the meeting. 

Following futile efforts to Induce ths 
packers to grant another conference 
members of the executive board of the 
butcher workmen mtt Monday night to 
consider plans. Statements were made 
that the question of calling off ths strike 
should be submitted to a vote of the 
union. Objection agnlust this was made 
on the ground that It would take threo 
days to secure the vote nnd that mean- 
time a break In the union might result. 
Reorganization of the union would be 
difficult If n break occurred, It was said. 

The Anticipated break In tho ranks of 
the strikers Tuesday was not as strong 
as the observing ones said It would be. 
In the language of one, "tho barrel la 
leaking." In all 200 men and women re- 
turned to work during the forenoon. At 
Armour & CoSs* fifty men returned to 
work, and in the label, sausage and can- 
ning houses forty women, were taken on. 
At the Hammond plant forty men were 
given work. Swift & Co. got back from 
twenty to twenty-five old employes. Nol- 
Boii Morris & Co. put fifteen of Its for- 
mer employes back id work. At the 
Schworzflclilld & Sulzberger plant thirty 
men returned. 

With most of 7,000 men nlrendy let off 
because of hick of orders, announcement 
Was made that the shops ot the Pullman 
company, Pullman; ill., practically will 
be closed for a period. It was said that 
2,000 men now employed Iu the shops 
probably would be let off, nnd the shops 
may bo kept shut until nfter. tho presi- 
dential election. Several weeks ago offi- 
cials of the company asserted orders 
were so few that employes were being 
constantly let off,

In order to 
do this he has to step from side to 
side of the huge derrick cables as occa- 
sion requires. Most workmen who 
"ride beams" never look down. On 
the contrary, they always keep their 
eyes on the cable at a point even with 
their head. This guards ngalnst sea- 
sickness, which frequently nttneks one 
when nt great heights with nothing 
more than a foothold. — Chicago Rec-

Miss Mabel Adunis Ayer, of 1022 
Olay street, a prominent Sunshine Olub 
worker oud a member of' the Forum 
Club, has succeeded in training butter- 
flies, 

At first iha Idea 'seems almost ab- 
surd, but If one enn Bee'tbe way Miss 
Ayer hii tidies' her pets it seems the 
most natural thliig-1'u the world, In- 
speaking of ihcm to-day Miss Ayer 
said: 

"Why, It doesn't seem at all strange 
to me. They are Just like any other 
trnine'd pet. They have their likes nnd 
dislikes, and they are really lovabio 
little things when you come to know 
them. 

"The first thing that started me to 
studying them was when' I was asked 
to deliver a lecture before the Forum 
Club, i chose for my s object 'Butter- 
flies and Rainbows,' and; wishing to 
give something more than could . be 
learned from books, I went Into the 
garden and captured one or two of tho 
butterflies. The more I studied them, 
the. more I loved them, and now they 
arc almost like people to me. 

"When 1 first get. one I uncoil his 
tongue and feed him with sugar and 
water, and* the rest — why, 1 dou't 
know; they just come to know me, 
that's all. You know, the buterfly has 
six legs; and the two front ones he 
uses to wash his face and preen him- 
self, much as a cat would... 

■"They live on sugar and water, and 
I always keep plenty of flowers In the 
room for them. One big fellow, culled 
a 'Morning Cloak, '" I was unable to do 
anything with, He seemed to have no 
affection. They are sensitive, and 
nervous temperaments affect them al- 
ways. Some of them nre quite playful,, 
and two or three would run after and 
try to catch the end of a stickpin when 
I drew It In front of them, 
* .'.'One evening I wore severnl of them 
on my shoulder ns an ornament. Of 
course, It. was In my- own home, but 
they stayed on my gown all evening. 

"I have had In all over forty butter- 
flies, but, you know, Ihey live only 
three or four weeks, and most of them 
are dead now, 

"No, I do not use n net for catching 
them. I simply go out nnd pick them 
up. I always breathe on them, and 
that seems to warm them, and they 
get bo they will Ity all around me nnd 
bathe or ent from my hand," — San

DISEASE ON TREES. 
Never wait for a disease to spread 
on trees. If the "yellows" appears la 
the peach orchard dig up the tree, 
burn It at once and examine the. trees 
at least once a week. Black knot on 
plums, and blight on pear trees should 
be looked after before damage Ib 
done, but If remedies fall it Is better 
to burn the trees than to allow other 
trees to become Infected. 



THE CABBAGE WORM. 

If the worms appear while the 
plants are very small the best thing 
to kill them Is white hellebore (ob- 
tainable at any drug store), used by 
dissolving one ounce In each two gal- 
lons of water and spraying, or sprink- 
ling the plants, or by applying it dry, 
dusting It on. As the plants get older 
and larger the best remedy far the 
worm' Is the common Insect powder 
known as pyrethrum. which Is best 
applied by mixing one pint of It with 
two quarts of common flour, keeping 
It In a close box for a day and then 
applying «wlth an Insect bellows. 

The louse found on cabbage Is best 
deslrayed by applications of tobacco 
water, which is made by using one 
pound of tobacco stems In four gnl- 
Ions of Water and adding enough hot 
water lo make It all hot. Let the 
mass stand until the water Is cold, 
Btrala and add soft soap at the rate 
of two pounds to each fifty gallons of 
the Infusion. Apply with a Bprlnhler 
or b spraying pump. 



■INDIGESTION IN COWS. 

It would be folly to attempt to sny 
what combination" of foods causes in- 
digestion among milch cows, for, as a 
matter of fact, lack of variety Is fre- 
quently at the bottom of the trouble, 
even with cowb that are supposed to 
be 'fed on Ideal rations. The animal 
Is no more able to keep In perfect 
condition on one combination of food 
tli an is the, human. Ho matter what 
the cause of Indigestion, the first 
thing to do Is to relieve the bowels, 
and an excellent dose for this purpose 
Ib a. mixture consisting of one pound 
of epsom salts, one ounce of ground 
ginger root 'and one cupful of rad- 
lasses In two quarts of warm water. 

As a tonic to follow this cathartic, 
give two ounces of hyposulphite of 
soda three tlmea dally hi water. Pow- 
dered wood charcoal and salt should 
also be placed where the cow can eat 
It freely. A complete change of food 
should be given for a week or two, 
when gradually the former food may 
be resumed for a portion of the week. 
— Indianapolis News. 



CHICKS DIE IN SHELL. 

A Louisiana reader Is having trou- 
ble with his Incubator, because only 
one-half the eggs hatch, the' others 
dying In the shell just before they 
are ready to break through. The 
fault may be with the Incubator or 
it may be with the operator. Perhaps 
the operator opens the'. Incubator just 
as the eggs begin to hatch, or perhaps 
the moisture pan has been neglected, 
both of which will caiiBe the chicks to 
die in the shell, Do not open the door 
of the Incubator after the first eggs 
begin to pip, even though the- empty 
sheila accumulate around the chicks. 
Let them remain until they find their 
way to the hover below. 

About tho eighteenth day sprinkle 
the eggs with warm water nnd set a 
pan of water beneath the egg tray. 
The henlthy egg should hatch a chick. 

Wo dd not know what Is meant by 
warts .on chickens. If it be a blood 
disease give a few drops of tincture of 
Iron In drinking water each day, and 
bathe, tho head In warm water nnd 
cn'stilo soap. Scaly legs are caused by 
small parasites that bury under tho 
skin. Equal pnt*ta of kerosene, lard 
and sulphur nibbed on dnlly will soon 
effect a cure. Kerosene on roosts will 
positively prevent scnly Jogs at all 
times. This troublo, like lice, la the 
result, of neglect, and there is really 
no excuse for its existence.— Homo 
and Farm.

(pie. Being a party of opposition nud 
.'obstruction Us policy, lias been to preach 
'calamity and foster discontent; to, prom- 
ise everything and actually do nothing. 

Party Odlnm Under Jackaon. 

If Jefferson was the founder of De- 
mocracy, Jackson is its patron Habit. Af- 
ter the JelTeraonlan- period,' ISOI'25, came 
the Jacksonlnn, 1825-10. The signifi- 
cance of the Jackson era of Democracy 
lies 'in the fact that he was able to build 
* machine from the rabble or tliclcss 
educated classes, thnt enabled hint act- 
ually to assert his claims In conflict with 
tbe Constitution and against tho Jden 
of Republicanism. He assumed a posi- 
tion between Congress and the people, as 
It were; as n patriarchal ruler of the re- 
public. Tbe curse of Jackson's ad- 
ministration was tlint It weakened re- 
■pect for law. The first clear symptom 
of the- decline of a .healthy political spirit 
was tile electioa and' re-election of Jack- 
ion to tho Presidency.

What Judge rnrker has said above 
Is true and right and sensible. But 
what, after the expression of such on 
opinion, Is Judge Parker's course?

cat apprehension of foreign war. It'waa 
during the present administration that ft 
special commission was appointed to ad- 
just the disputed boundary between Alas-'' 
kn nnd the Dominion of iC&nnda.

The value of tbe crops produced dur- 
ing a particular season tend to regulate 
the vnlue of the capital (tho soil) from 
which they arc produced, just like the 
dividends which different securities 
which pay them. Henry George has 
spoken of tho "unearned in cr em en I" that 
lias arisen from tbe appreciation in land 
valucB, But while the agricultural his- 
tory of the United States for the Inst 
eight years has shown an enormous 
amount of this "incrcmeut," yet to Bay 
that it has been "unearned" is a rank 
Injustice to the farmers who have co- 
operated with Providence to produce 
the crops on which not only land values, 
but the national prosperity la based from 
yenr, to yenr. 

There are some people who seem to 
think that It Is only by speculation that 
wealth Is acquired. There arc other 
people who- hold that bard industry Is 
all that Is needed for the accumulation 
of the riches of this earth. There ore 
others who lay stress on smartness, on 
economy and on other traits .of long 
beadedness, .But while .there are many 
different ways by which Individuals of 
our country have grown wealthy,- yet to 
trace out how the United States as a 
nation has grown to bo a multi-blllloa- 
alrc, we must primarily consider tho 
record of yield and prices on our crops. 

It is a popular delusion that the size 
of the crops Is the whole tiling as re- 
gards agricultural prosperity. Provi- 
dence nud tho farmer's Individual dili- 
gence arc responsible for the size of his 
crops. But the financial appraisement 
of this groat work of Providence and 
himself, which makes up the "supply," 
Is dotcrmlucd by tho market "demand," 
and this En turn, Is affected largely by 
national economic policies. 

Except for whoat the supply from 
this yenr' u crops of the United States 
will .probably he greater' than for last 
year. " In tho aggregate as regards she, 
the crops will this year very likely he 
the most nbundntit In. our history, unless 
the present bumper prospects* in corn 
should, nt tbe eleventh hour, he reduced 
by unlucky visitation of frost, ..And in 
the nggrcgatc, ns regards values, It looks 
as if our crops would this year bring 
greater wealth to tho United States than 
over before. - •

The purpose of this article' has thus" 
been to' show that while crops may vary" 
in size from year to year, . tbo cash in- 
come from them seems la a general way 
to Increase from year to year what- 
ever the size of . the crops. Imst yenr 
(3003) the total farm value of the chief 
cereals nnd of .hay and -potatoes was 
nearly two billion -and a half dollars; 
and this: year it promises to bo much 
greater tlmti Inst, 

■So far as the mere size of the crops 
is alone concerned, It would seem unreas- 
onable, for instance, that a crop of 
wheat of 400,207,000 bushels {the crop 
of 3804 should, In January, 1805, have 
sold so low as 48% cents per bushel, 
while tbe 1001 crop of wheat, which at 
tholowtst present estimates Is 1530,600,- 
000 bushels, should now be selling at 
$1.10 per bushel. 

But It is evident that there are causes 
at work to make our farm products sell 
better from year 'to yenr. ".While sup- 
plies fluctuate tbe market demand 
steadily Increases. This fact should 
be considered a very strong "hull" 
argument aot only oa land values, 
but on the general future business con- 
dition of the country, for every In ere use- 
over this two billion and a balf dollars of 
farm land Income of lost year. means just 
so much mora increase lu the purchasing 
power of the American people, and just 
so much more business for all our In- 
dUHtrics, nnd Just so much more work, 
wages and profits .for all our people 
anxious to better their condition of life. 

The causes that are nt work to tnako 
farm products sell better' from year to 
yenr nro undoubtedly connected with tho 
genernl policies of Republican adminis- 
tration. 

When William McKlnley, in 1800, 
said it was better to open American 
mills to American labor than to open 
the mints of tbo United States to tho 
silver of the world, he expressed tbe 
policy that transformed bad times for 
the entire people under .Democratic rule 
to good times for the entire people under 
Republican rule. With tbe people. In the 
cities more prosperous, because of the 
policies of protection nnd of sound 
money, the people in tho country were 
bound to be more prosperous, too, be- 
cause there was an improved market 
for what they had to soil.

The fourth Installment of the $3,000,- 
000 of Philippine, bonds was taken at 
301.41 by the Western National B*nt 
of Oklahoma City, whose bid for the' 
bonds was the highest. The fnct that a. 
western hank should outbid leading insti- 
tutions of Wall street for these bonds 
suggests how tbe West is rapidly gaining 
in financial power and Importance. No 
western bank would have dared to bid 
for sucb.a large issue of bonds without 
being perfectly satisfied that it could find 
a broad market for them amongst local 
investors. The. old financial problem of, 
the West was to get money from the 
Bast.. Cflhc present problem of tho West 
Is to find good channels far tho invest- 
ment of its own money. 

By a transaction 'anclt as this. we find 
Investors -in the Southwest become cred- 
itors of tbe Philippine Islands. In other 
words, they are loaning some of the 
fruits of their own- prosperity under Re- 
publican rule to help along the -prosperity 
of our nation's wardB in the Philippines. 
Tbe r security .-which United States gov- 
ernment over the Philippines gives to 
Uvea- and property, trade and industry, 
.makes .the credit of the islands good, so 
tlmt investors arc quit© willing to pay a 
premium for Philippine bonds. If the 
United States government were not sov- 
ereign over the Philippines, it Js a ques- 
tion';'whcthcr the Islands would be nble 
to float bonds even at a discount, hence 
many needed improvements' for the Isl- 
muls could not be carried out. Were 
the,' Deinocralic party to he successful 
hi.thc election this fall, the. owners of 
Philippine, bonds would doubtless see a 
quick slump lu their market value. 

Notorious Democratic Deal, 
It is tho Republican policy in the case 
of necessary Issues of bonds, like the -war 
loan of 3808 and this Philippine bond 
Issue, , bo sell the bonds by: popular sub- 
scription or by public, competitive bid- 
ding for them.

Under .the Democratic plan, 
ns followed out during the last Cleveland 
ndmlnistratloa, the government ' ignored 
the small investors, and had no use for 
any financial institution west of Wall 
street. 

Por Instance, on Feb. 18, 1800, the 
Democratic Secretary, of the Treasury 
signed a contract with a New York syn- 
dicate for tbe selling of $02,335,400 foor 
per cent bonds. These bonds the syndi- 
cate sold to the public for $05,115,244, 
clearing a profit for Itself, out of tbe 
transaction, of nearly $3,000,000. Tbe 
price nt which the bonds -were sold - to 
tho syndicato wns equivalent to SOi 1 ^, 
when tho- ftxtn ling- United titatcs four per 
cent bonds, with less than half as long 
a time to run, were bringing 111 on tho 
market.

Few people realize how or why the 
condition of Kansas is watched with 
such solicit 11 ile. throughout tho country—-, 
especially iu tbe Western Stntcs. ■ 

Tho fact Is Indisputable that there is 
eemothing about its climate, tho . mer- 
curial disposition of Its people and .the 
conditions of life in Kansas that make 
it a sort of barometer for the rest of tho 
republic. When there is anything seri- 
ous the matter with Kansas -it Is cer- 
tain that all is not exactly- right with 
her neighbors. When there is a drouth 
in Kansas there is apt' to bo a mighty 
thirst in all the region west. of tbe Mis- 
Flssippl. When the rains and sunshine 
bless Kansas with bountiful harvests 
and the cyclone nnd grasshopper give her 
a wide berth, tho fatuess is apt to extend 
beyond her Itordcrs and fill the land with 
reason for rejoicings and content 

When Providence frowns on Kansas 
tbe heart of ihc nation Is usually sorrow- 
ful for her— and for Itself. 

When Providence smllcB on Kansas 
the rest of us generally bid au-revolr to 
melancholy. 

Therefore Senntor Fairbanks did well, 
In opening the Republican campaign at 
Marion,- Kan., Sept. 3, to remind his au- 
ditors of the. change that had come over 
their prospects since the- days when the 
wbolo land rang with the cry, "What's 
Uie matter with Kansas?" Happily he 
was able to proclaim, If not from the 
house tops, at least to the telegraph op- 
erators for dissemination throughout tha 
nation, that "All's well In Kansas." 

Bwlftly he drew, tho picture-of the con- 
ditions as they existed eight years ago: 
"JCnnsns was suffering from the effects 
of Democratic administration.

As a matter of exact 
record It might be well to any that the 
bniik deposits in Kansas increased from 
$30,520,487 In 1800 to $84,055,330, or 
180 per cent, wldle thoso of the whole 
coiintry Increased from $231,828,330 to 
$540,040,702, or slightly under 134 per 
cent. 

Would the reader know bow nil this 
wonderful prosperity came to Knnsns? 
It was through ber own Industry stimu- 
lated nnd protected by tho sound econ- 
omic anil tnanetnry .policies of tho Re- 
publican party.. ,

figures as to Rates Pn Id In Knntand 
and tbe Unite 1 States. 

The August Labor Gazette, a govern- 
ment publication Issued monthly by the 
British Board of Trade, gives an Inter- 
esting account of the half-yearly agri- 
cultural hlrings nt Whitsuntide, 3004, for 
tlie counties of Cumberland, Westmore- 
land and North Lancashire, which nffords 
an Instructive view of the rates paid 
farm hands in England. The ofllclnl re- 
port prepared for the department states 
that "the supply of male farm servants 
was fairly plentiful, ■• owing partly to 
slackness of employment In other indus- 
tries," but that "wages showed a down- 
ward tendency In the case of men, but 
women wore senrec and their wnges 
were well maintained." 

The following were the rales generally 
agreed upon'for the balf year:

These rates Imve been slightly Increas- 
ed In the transcription from English 
money into dollars and cents at the ratio 
of $5 per pound, but they afford a clear 
and authoritative exhibit of what British 
farm hands arc receiving by -which every 
intelligent American farm hand can com- 
part the wages he receives. 

Without knowing the number of men 
employed in each class and at varying 
rates therein it is, of course, impossible 
to arrive nt nn nvcrngc rate of compensa- 
tion. But with $100 per half year for 
tho highest and $50 for the lowest of the 
second-etnas men It is evident that the 
yearly average for male farm hands ex- 
clusive of youths and boys in Great 
Britain cannot be much, if any, above 
$300 a year, while the average for wom- 
en would be somewhere around $300. 

We have no similar figures for the 
United States, but In a recent bulletin 
entitled "Wages of Farm Labor in the 
United States," Issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the figures of tbe 
average monthly wages of farm laborers 
In this country are given. Multiplied by 
six, to arrive at the half yearly rate, 
they furnish the following:

It will be perceived that the average 
rate paid ia. the United Stntcs in 3002 
for six months ia within $1.00 of the 
maximum Tate paid to the best farm 
hands in Great Britain in May, 3004, and 
almost double the minimum paid second 
class men. 

The figures of our Department of Ag- 
riculture, moreover, apply only to -those 
laborers hired by the year or season, the 
rntcs where the -engagement is by the 
day arc very much higher, being 80 
cents per dny,- with board, and $1.33 
without, in 1002, against 03 cents with, 
and 83 cents without board, In 3804. 

This would make the pny,^with board, 
in'180-1, average $04.50 for V half year 
of 350 dnys, while tbe avcrngq compen- 
sation of tbe American farm laborer paid 
by the dny In 1002 would be $333.50 
for the six month's, -with board. 

But statistical overages, valuable, ns 
they are In reflecting the' general condi- 
tions, arc 'elusive and- tantnlizing things 
when they attempt to cover the rate'of 
wages in an occupation like agriculture, 
which, including employers and employ- 
ed, numbers at least 13,000,000 persons 
over 30 years of age and upwards of ev- 
ery age, color and sex. -The American 
farm laborer knows what wages be re- 
ceives, and he can compare It -with what 
Is paid In England, and greatly to bis 
own satisfaction. 

He also knows that the above aver- 
ages In the United Stntes % for 1804 and 
1002 fairly though faintly reflect the 
difference between his industrial condi- 
tion during the InBt Democratic national 
administration and now. And jji Novem- 
ber he -will not vote for any party whose 
success would foreshadow a return to 
the conditions of 1804 and 1805-

He spoke to im- 
mense crowds, and won friends, by tbow 
sands by his straightforward, self-oo» 
trolled, dignified utterances, and- h5> 
manly, generous personality. 

Toward the end of the campaign tb» ' 
national committee -was overwhelmed by 
requests for speeches by Roosevelt ia 
nil parts of the country. It was a phy- 
sical Impossibility for him to accept -one- . 
fourth of the engagements to speak thai 
were urged upon him. 

In Chicago, where, on his return from* 
the West, he addressed a great crowd at 
the Coliseum, he was received witb'tbs- 
utinost exhibition of enthusiasm.

impossible Hint ltd effects should be 
brought up as an Issue lu the present 
campaign, but yet the trimming of sails 
Is always a vital Issue in all sailing.

China is an enormous nation occupying 
an enormous country, just now In n state 
of dissolution or reconstruction — no one 
can tell which. The various nations with 
various Interests look upon Us territory 
with longing eyes, but it does not seem 
hast, with the interests of nil considered, 
that It should be dismembered. It ap- 
pears to be best for the Interests of nil 
the other nations of the world that It 
should be aided rather than divided. 
This coutso has been decided upon by the 
lending nations of the world, following 
I he suggestion and with the assistance of 
the present ltepuhllcaii administration of 
this country. This attitude is certainly 
right morally, and, In the long run, must 
be right ns to material Interests, particu- 
larly for the people of the United Stntes. 

Hnssla and Japan nre nt war. There 
bns arisen an incident which Is some- 
what an anomaly in International uffnlrs. 
Warships have fled Into n neutral port of 
China and other warships hnve pursued 
them. Under the laws of, nntlous no 
battle may occur In a nciilral port, such 
as Hint or Shariglial. The United States, 
taking the Initiative, has promptly Inter- 
vened to sec that no violation of the laws 
of an lions niny occur, and has done t l*I«» 
because of the helplessness nf China, vast 
as the empire is, to enforce all proper In- 
ternational obligations la* Its nwu har- 
bors. 

This Is but tn keeping wllh. the tone of 
what the United States under ihe pres- 
ent administration has done before. It 
suggested nnd Induced nn "agreement be- 
tween thegrent - nations flint- China 
should not be dismembered. Having tak- 
en the Initiative in this respect, it was 
but right and proper tint we should take 
the Inltintlvo In seeing to It that what 
was suggested nml built up by ns should 
he enforced. This- has been done. 

That Is the way the present nd minis- 
tration of the govern men t Is doing things. 
That Is the wny It will continue to do 
things. The doing of tlili Is for the 
greatest good for all the commercial in- 
tcresta and other Interests of nil the 
world. The doing of thU.hnplies and in- 
volves immediate executive action by the 
administration of the' United States, It 
Is for the good af the world.
